W ITH A PPO IN TEE 


Nomination is Sent to 
Upper Branch of Con­ 
gress After Sargent is 
Reached on Telephone 
and Accepts Post.

W ASHINGTON, M.-.rch 17.— 
President Coolidge today named 
John 
G. 
Sargent, 
ex-attorney 
general of his native stat*1 of 
Vermont, to be attorney-general 
in his cabinet. 
The selection fell upon Sar­ 
gent w ithin a few hours after 
Charles B. Warren, of M ichigan, 
twice rejected by the senate, had 
inform ed the president he did 
not desire a recess appointm ent, 
which President Coolidge had of 
fored him.
